1909 Modules the Common 


Law. 


HUNTINGTON 
COUNTY CASE 


The-appellate court in a decision 


yesterday says that the act of 1909 
so modifies the Indiana law regarding 
partitions that a person who is en- 
titled to the remainder of an estate is 
also entitled to the partition of the 
real estate in some cases although 
there is an existing life estate in the 
land. 
The opinion was given in re- 


versing the Huntiugton circuit court 


the partition suit of Thomas G. 


Smith against 
Riley Andrews and 


others, involving land in Huntington 
county. 


The court says that in common law 


the person entitled to the remainder 
after partition had no right of par- 
tition and it sometimes worked an 
injustice and that the-act of 1909 rel- 
ative to partition should be so con- 
strued as to remedy the defect of the 
common law. 


The appellate court held that 
the 


Iluutingtoii circuit court should have 
sustained n demurrer lo the answer 
of the defendants, as it showed the 
life estate had 
been 
conveyed to 


some of the persons _eulitled to the 
remainder after partition.

or more passengers. 


The victim was J. P. McClure, mai 


clerk on the accommodation train, a 
resident of Bloomington, Ind., Edwan 
P. Eiley, the Bronx, New York, receiv 
ed the most serious injuries. He wa. 
taken tothe hospital here. 


The trains had orders to meet a 


Sandpit, and the accommodation was 
standing still. While the switch wa 
being opened the fast mail was bean 
thundering down White River hill onl 
a short distance away. Engineer D« 
lap reversed his engine and blew hi 
distress whistle, and many of the pas 
sengers jumped from the train, escap- 
ing injury. The engineer and fireman 
on the accommodation jumped from 
their engine, escaping without injury. 


When the crash came the accommo- 


dation train was hurled back 300 
5~ards. The engineer and fireman on 
the fast mail remained at their posts, 
but escaped injury. Most of the in- 
jured passengers were on the accom- 
modation, only a few on the fast mail 
receiving slight injuries.

THE WAR THEY SAY 


Meiicm Loyalists Gratified ai 


Erie's Capture. 


El Paso, Tex., June 10.—Wounded 


by stabs and bullets from would-be 
assassins. Gonzales C. Enrile, until re- 
cently financial agent of the Mexican 
revolution, is under arrest in El Paso. 
Enrile reached Juarez on his way to 
Los Angeles for treatment. He came 
over to El Paso and was arrested by 
Texas rangers. The Mexican consul 
is endeavoring to establish a case that 
will warrant the United States hold- 
ing the wounded man for extradition 
proceedings. Irregularities in his ac- 
counts while consul for the Mexican 
government at Clifton. Ariz., is the 
charge made by the consul. Inasmuch 
as Enrile issued a violent anti-Ameri- 
can proclamation addressed to Presi 
dent Taft early in February while in 
El Paso, the rangers say they can hold 
him for trial in the United States fot 
that offense. 


Enrile attempted to escape from 


Chihuahua unknown, but his presence 
on the train when it reached Juarez 
was tipped off by Captain Gonzales ol 
the rebel army, who had recognized 
Enrile on the train.

Honor of College Students. 


Abuses of liberty, as well as nearly 


all other college delinquencies, can 
be largely prevented by a consistent 
appeal to the undergraduate's sense 
of honor, according to Clayton Sedg- 
wick Cooper, writing in The Century 
on "The American 
Undergraduate." 


"Recently," adds Mr. Cooper, 'I asked 
the president of a North Carolina col- 
lege what he regarded as the chief 
characteristic of American students. 
He replied promptly, 'College honor.' 
At Princeton, at the University of 
Virginia, at Amherst and at many oth- 
er institutions the honor system in 
examinations, arranged and managed 
by students, represents the deliberate 
intention of the undergraduates to do 
the square thing. These laws, which 
the students voluntarily impose upon 
themselves, are enforced more vigor- 
ously than the rules of the faculty."

A 
man named Reasoner o'ffcred to trade 
land in Hancock county for her land, 
but the real estate men misstated the 
terms on which he would trade, and 
induced her to sell her land to a third 
person, for cash, while they made a 
contract with Reasoner for the trade 
to be completed after the land had 
been conveyed to the third person. 
The real estate men asserted in the 
suit that as the contract with her was 
not in writing, and as they had no le- 
gal claim against her for services, 
she could not claim damages on the 
ground that they owed her any duty. 
The appellate court failed to sustain 
them in this defense and held that if 
while they were assuming to act for 
her they perpetrated a fraud on her, 
she can recover damages for 
the 


wrong.

The state board of education has 


adopted the report of the special com- 
mittee selected to revise rules for the 
grading of accredited colleges and 
normal schools engaged in the train- 
ing of teachers. It was decided 
to 


prepare a list of questions to be sub- 
mitted to all such schools seeking to 
be accredited and to send them also 
to schools already accredited. 
These 


questions concern recitation periods, 
degrees, laboratories, libraries, work 
in pedagogy, 
teachers, 
maximum 


hours of work required, college or 
normal school funds, experience of 
.teachers, requirements for entrance, 
etc. The board's examination of the 
schools will be based on the answers 
to these questions. It was also deci- 
ded that when a graduate of such a 
school seeks to hold a commission as 
superintendent of a high school he 
must present legal proof of his gradu- 
ation. The changes will be effective 
for the approaching school year. 


The hoard decided to accept in lieu 


of the specified requirements in Class- 
es A., B. C. of teachers, a minimum of 
college training for persons who have 
attended 'school outside the state and 
wish to become' teachers in this state. 
The question of the minimum require- 
ments was left to a committee. The 
board adjourned to meet September 
12.

As a result of an order issued bv 


Postmaster-General Hitchcock, more 
tlian a mililon miles of roadway ter- 
ritory, in comparatively sparsely set- 
tled sections of the country, will be 
covered daily by a forest fire preven- 
tive force *f fifty-five thousand men 
as a result of an order issued by 
Postmaster - General 
Hitchcock. 


These men are the rural and star 
route mail carriers, who are direc- 
ted to co-operate with 
the 
forest 


rangers ^ind state fire wardens in 
every way possible. 


Last year forest fires destroyed 


approximately $50,000,000 worth of 
property. 
The agricultural depart- 


ment has been anxious to increase 
the efficiency and strength of its for- 
est fire preventive service and Post- 
master-General Hitchcock offered his 
department's assistance. 


There are forty-two thousand ru- 


ral and thirteen thousand star route 
mail carriers. 'Their daily routes 
take them, for the most part, through 
sparsely inhabited parts of the conn.- 
try, in many sections through the 
wilderness 
itself. 
TUe aggregate 


length of the daily routes is 1,200,000 
miles, and the carriers have 
every 


opportunity to note closely the conn- 
try through which they pass. 


By the terms of Hitchcock's order 


the duty of the carriers on observing 
a fire or any indications of a fire will 
be to notify the nearest forest 
forest rangers or fire warden. Post- 
masters in or near national forest re- 
serves are' also instructed immedi- 
ately to report forest fires.
